SANTA MONICA, Dec. 30.—At 2.30 
o'clock this afternoon Van R. Wilcox 
arrived with swinging step and forth-

Tanner and Wilcox may 
be said to be fast friends, Wilcox hav- 
ing denied himself food for a period of 
sixty days a short time before un- 
his transcontinental tour.

made a brief talk. He said: 1 have 
looked forward to this. moment with 
Great joy and the pleasure it gives me 
to complete the long journey is beyond 
expression in words. My object has 
been to demonstrate what can be done 

y through proper care of the 
body. Correct living is the secret of 
life, and Dr. Tanner's memorable ex- 
periment in fasting demonstrated the 
possibilities of cure that lie in seit- 
denial.” Then touching his feet to the 
water he pronounced this eulogy: 

“Dear Old Pacific Ocean I greet thee.

Who is the suspect now under arrest 
and confined to a cell in the City Jail, 
jealously guarded by the authorities? 

Information which leaked out from

cate that the man is one of the two

Absolutely no information in con 
firmation of the report would be given 
out by the officers last night, but it is 
asserted on reliable information that 
the arrest of a ted characte!

UGGLING.. 


The Danger of (Mixing Banks and 
Shifting Their Funds — Watish’s 
Dishonest Tactics—Sound Meth- 
ods in Los Angetes Institutions. 


EW careers in a hundred years 
have more sharply pointed «4 
: moral, or more brilliantly adorned 
a tale, than that of John R. 
Walsh, the self - ruined bariker 
and millionaire of Chicago. Born 
fm Ireland in 1837, In a Iittie cabin 
Where peat smoke was thick enough 
to cut in cubic blocks, his family 
brought him to America and finally 
settled in Chicago, when the boy was 
About 12 years old. In school he was 
@ bully, feared by all his companions, 
robust, and fearless, no 
boy dared face Jack Walsh. Besides 
‘the mental training which he got in 
School, he got an exceedingly valuable 
‘education as a newsboy in Chicago. 
He fought his way through the streets 
Belling papers as he fought his way 
through school. He downed all who 
dared to come in hie way, and made, 
by sheer force of physical « „ his 
title clear to the district which he 
claimed and where he became monarch 
of all he surveyed. 
In those days, ushers in Chicago the- 
ters sold peanuts and candy between 
‘acte. Walsh went to the manager of 
Rice's Theater, and proposed to fur- 
‘Mish ushers free if he were allowed the 
‘privilege of selling to the patrons of 
ithe theater. Securing this little mo- 
nopoly, he picked out a few bright boys 
m among his companions on the 
Street, selling newepapers, put them in 
*mart uniforms, and immediately be- 
gan to make handsome profits out of 
‘the sale of dainties between acts. From 
this he mounted to keeping a book

The ownership of this railroad lead 
to the purchase of about 20,000 acres 
of coal lands wiiich cost between §2.- 
600,000 and $3,000,000, the Walsh banks

He had acquired control over 

two newspapers, the Chicago Herald 

and the Chicago Chronicle. He had be- 

come a power in politics, and when a 

bank commissioner or a bank examiner 

made himself troublesome to the presi- 
dent of the Chicago National Bank

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

Here is one of Walsh's complicated 
transactions with the bank.

teen notes, each for $92,000. Each one 
of these borrowers was a puid em- 
ploye of Walsh's, acting in a clerical 


capacity. Walsh advanced to these 
men these large sums of money, tak- , 
ing as collateral security the bonds ot 
the Southern Indiana Coal Company of | 
the Illinois Southern Raiiroad, the 
Wisconsin and Michigan Railroad, and 
other such so-called sécurities. The 
Mational-bank laws forbid the officers 
of a national institution to loan more 
thar one-tenth of its capital stock to 
any one borrower. The capital of 
Chicago National Bank is $1,000,000, so 
the loans of $92,000 were safely within 
the set by law.

One can 
almost take the exact history of a 
banking institution and show the sure 
success to which honesty and con- 
srvative methods lead in this busi- 
ness. Let us suppose its capital stock 
to be $1,500,000, This is all paid u .

riod of years, perhaps twenty, gp Fin 

aps more, perhaps less, the legitimate 
earnings of the institution have paid 
from 6 to 8 to 10 or 12 per cent. divi- 
dends to the stockholders who have 
put in this capital stock. 

In the meantime, supposing t the bank 
hac accumulated out of undivided 
profits a surplus of $1,000,000. Here is

e $1,500,000 original capital has paid 
a very reasonable profit to those — 
subscribed it, and they have in 
plus well on towards 100 per cent. 
added to their original investment. 

Besides this private capital, so to 
speak, of the stockholders, the bank 
holds $12,000,000 or $13,000,000 deposits 
belor.ging to its clients. If the bank is 
carefully conducted, and loans but 50 
per cent. of these deposits at an aver- 
age of 5 per cent. per annum, it has 
an income from this source alone 
amounting to $300,000 a year. Its cap- 
tal stock and surplus may — be earn- 
ing 6 or 6 per cent. per ann 

If a national bank, it will be privi- 
leged to issue notes in proportion to 
the amount of United States bonds it 
may have on deposit in the Federal 
Treasury. and here again it has an op- 
portunity of honestly earning a 
sum annually. It has its exchanges, 
drafts on all s of the world, for 
which a small charge is made, but 
which amounts to a, large sum of 
money in the annual ‘transactions of 
an institution like this. If the bank is 
rightly managed, it takes advantage 
of many contingencies to make safe 
money in an entirely legitimate way. 

The bank which has injudiciously 
loaned its deposits down to an abso 
lute legal limit on perhaps unstable 
and questionable securities, is never in 
a position to take advantage of any 
contingency; but the wisely-conducted 
bank, which has money on hand for al! 
contingencies, when call money goes 
to 25. 50. 75. 100 and 125 per cent. in 
New. York, continuing within these 
limits for days and weeks and months, 
even a Los Angeles bank reaps a big 
harvest and profits largely by these 
contingencies.

BANK DIVIDENDS. 

There are between twenty-five and 
thirty banking institutions of one kind 
or another in the city of Los Ange- 
les. They are all busy these de- 
claring and paying their semi-annual 
or quarterly dividends. There is not a 
conservatively-conducted bank in the 
city paying less than 7 or 8 per cent. 
2 to their stockholders, and 

rom that up to as high as 12 per cent. 
The banks that are paying at the rate 
of 10 and 12 per cent. in dividends to 
their siockhol.ers are at the same 
time adding large sums to their undi- 
vided profits, or their steady surplus. 
No wonder the stock of these insti- 
tutions runs in nearly all instances

DANGER OF COMPLICATIONS. 
The Chicago banks that have got 
themselves into trouble are a warn- 
ing finger against complex methods of 
doing banking.

and a State savings bank or other 
kind of State bank, and of a trust 
company, with probably a charter per- 

mitiing of a wide scope of enterprise, 
all mixed up together, he was contin- 
uously bese: by dangers. Walsh would 
have been checked in his wild career 
long ago had it not been for this 
ir.ple alliance in his “banking enter- 


The temptation was irresistible to 
im, and would be to most people, 
when he found himself in a tight place 
to surreptiiiously, illegally, disnonest- 
ly shift che securities of one institution 
into the s.fes, coin tlils and drawers 
of the other, so as to make a good 
appearance to the bank examiner. Had 
he not been able to do this, he would 
have been stopped before he got into 
entanglemenis from which it was im- 
possible to exiricaie hin self. Of course, 
no law can make a dishonest man hon- 
est. It can only punish him for his 
dishonesty, when it has been detected, 
and thus warn other dishonest men 
and restrain them in their predatory 
ways to the disadvantage of their fel- 
low-men. 

A station agent of a railroad, years 
ago, Was suspected by an auditor of 
being dishonest. Effort after effort 
was made to detect it, but his cash 
was always intact; until one day the 
shrewd auditor determined to ‘know 
once for all whether he was honest or 
a thief. He made appearance at 
the station, examin the accounts and 
found everything right. It was late in 
the afternoon, and the auditor depart- 
ed apparently for San Francisco; but 
he stopped at the next station up the 
road, and at an Garly hour on the fol- 
lowing morning, when the station 
egent dreamed himself secure, the au- 
ditor happened in upon him unexpect- 
edly, examined his accounts, and found 
him several hundred dollars short. 
Then the thief told how he had con- 
cealed his peculations on former occa- 
sions. He had a friend in a lumber 
yard across the track. When the au- 
ditor was coming, he borrowed money 
enough from the lumber yard to cover 
the defalcations, and as soon as the 
auditor’s back was turned he carrie’ | 
back the borrowed money where it be- 
longed. The hour of the morning was 
too early and the auditor’s appearance 
too unexpected on this particular 
morning, and so he was caught. If 
the station agent had also been the 
treasurer of the lumber company, and 
had the funds of the two institutions 
under the same roof, perhaps in the 
same safe, he would not have been 
discovered. 

That is the disadvantage under 
which these complicated banking in- 
stitutions continually labor. It is a 
temptation which too many men have 
not the moral strength to resist, when 
tuch an opportunity ts put before 
them, to .jugele with the funds of one 
of the institutions to cover up deficits 
in the other, and in time they all go 
the way of John R. Walsh's three 
banks, into the hands of the receiver, 
unless the clearinghouse committee 
steps in and saves them from their 
fate. In either case, the juggler stands 
before the world utterly ruined and 
utterly discredited. Honesty is the 
best policy. and honesty in banking 
necessarily involves conservative man- 
o gement of the affairs of the institu- 
tion.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—The holiday 
trade in oranges is over, and on the 
whole has been fairly satisfactory. In 
the main good prices were. 

‘ with only occasional breaks on some 
poor or green lots. As was pointed out 
a short time ago in these columns, a 
good many oranges have been offered 
in this market this season which 
never should have been sold. They have 
hurt the later market more than they 
have benefited sellers at this time. It 
has been a case of rush any sort of 
fruit here, only to give competitors an 
opportunity to point out ‘deficiencies 
and declare that Floridas are better. 
Some have laid green Californias and 
wipe Porto Ricos side by side and have 
shown that so far as the two oranges 
under consideration were concerned 
the Porto Rican was the better. 

it is unnecessary to point out to ex- 
perienced orange men how dangerous 
such competition may become, more 
especially now that West Indian fruit 
is being shipped as far west as Seattle 
and as far into the Southwest as some 
cities in Texas. It isn’t sufficient to 
make any difference with the California 
trade, but it gives a chance to talk 
which need not have teen given. Ship- 
pers in California can always find a 
market here for their good fruit, but 
they ought to know by this time that 
peor fruit is not wanted here at any 
price. You couldn't give it away if 
you tried. 

Sometimes one has reason to think 
that certain interests in that part of 
the country have lost their heads. They 
make a rush for this market with ai- 
most anything that offers. The result 
i more or less disastrous and causes 
more or less serious breaks which re- 
duce averages. 

Now that the holiday trade is satis- 

~ fied, it is to be dévoutly hoped there 
Will be no more rush shipments of poor 
fruit.

Progress of the Open Shop 
Struggle.

CHICAGO (m.) Dec. 24, 1905,—The 
present labor situation in Chicago ir 
in the nature of a lull between bat- 
ties. The fight is still on; one battle 
royal has been fought to a finish—that 
of the Teamsters’ Union, and another 
is pending. The teamsters have been 
utterly routed, at the cost of such ap- 
palling loss of time, money and suf- 
fering as I hope to show somewhat in 
a future article. They have gone back 
to work, and the strike, as far as they 
are concerned, is off. The coming bat- 
tle ig between the „ an or- 
ganization composed of employers of 
skilled labor in the printing trades, 
— the members of the Typographical 


AN OPEN SHOP BASIS. 

On the 8th of December, this union 
inaugurated its strike against the Chi- 
cago Typothetae to enforce the closed 
shop and the eight hour day. Today 
the members of the Typothetae have 
permanently established their compos- 
ing rooms upon an open shop basis and 
will continue to operate them ffty- 
four hours per week after January 1, 
1906. The reports circulated by the 
union to the effect that they have 
won the strike and that the employés 
will soon surrender are false. Some 
idea of conditions in the various offices 
may be had by noting the following 
figures: In the firm of A. R. Barnes & 
Co., twenty compositors went on 
strike, and twenty-seven are now at 
work. R. R. Donnelly 4 Sons, 180 an 
strike, and 140 are at work. Rand Me- 
Nally & Co., eighty-six on strike, and 
seventy-nine at work. The W. F. Hall 
Printing Co., twelve on strike, and 
fifteen at work. Poole Bros., forty- 
= on strike, and fifty-eight at 


This is a fair sample of the situa- 
tion at the present time in Chicago. 
Reports that but few competent men 
are employed, and that they are de- 
moralised and unable to turn out their 
work are grossly untrue. All orders 
are being handled with reasonable 
promptness, and every member of the 
Typothetae is satisfied with the re- 
markable progress made in rearrang- 


ing bis force, and ts confident that he 


can maintain his position. 
EIGHT HOURS DEMAND. 

On January 2, 1905, a demand is to 
be made that the composing rooms 
shal] be run only forty-eight hours per 
week, that is eight hours per day. This 
demand comes from the printers’ 
union. On this eight-hour basic m- 
ployers in Chicago must compete with 
other printing establishments running 
nine hours. In Chicago alone, eight 
hours’ work and nine hours’ pay in all 
departments means an increase in the 
cost of job printing of over one and a 
half million dollars a year. For this 
eight hours’ work they demand nine 
hours’ pay. In addition to this the 
union demands that they be allowed to 
say who will work. Most firms of long 
standing have in their establishments 
some thoroughly competent, trust- 
worthy non-union employés who have 
been with them for years. The de- 
mand is inexorable that all such must 
be turned off at that time, regardless 
of past relations, or the unions will go 
out in a body. : 

NO COMPROMISE. 

The Chicago Typothetae will make 
no compromise with the union and 
will make no agreement with the 
union that does not grant the nine-

of this country are not men 
who have fitted themselves for such 
work by years of experience, practice, 
and study. If Marshall Field were to 
demand of the Rand-McNally Company 
the right to run their great printing 
establishment, people—laborers them- 
selves—would at once say, “How fool- 
ish it looks for a man, because he is 
an expert in the dry goods trade, to 
think be can run a business entirely 
unlike it in every detail." Yet, in 
such a case, Marshall Field would 
bring to the experiment one requisite 
more necessary than all others, the 
acquired ability to conduct a great en- 
terprise. Detail he might learn, the 
other is the result only of long years 
of experience. 

When a man makes a venture, and 
steering past the rocks of disaster, 
enters the open sea of success, there 
‘are always plenty of hands stret 
out for a share in his gain. There is 
the cry for instant division from those 
who have never had the nerve to ven- 
ture, even. 

APPEALS TO THE UNTHINKING. 

The demand for shorter hours or 
higher wage appeals at once to the 
unthinking person in favor of the 
laboring man. It seems such a small 
thing for a great firm to allow a hard- 
working employé to go home an hour 
earlier in the day. It looks so easy 
for such a firm, handling thousands 
of dollars daily, to accede to the de- 
mand of its men for, say, 25 cents a 
day more. When such a request is 
denied there is immediately a great 
hue-and-cry of oppression, and the 
crowd goes mad. A tte quiet 
thought is what is needed. 

In the first place, ascertain the 
exact amount of the wage of the aver-
